In  these  times  of  he*vy  tests  it  is  well  to  re- 
call what  Dr.  Hall  said  of  love.

The  Neptune  was  built  ior  Job 
Brothers,  of  St.  John's.  The  Scotch 
yards  built  forty  others  of  the  same 
type  for  the  Newfoundland  sesllng 

business.  The  crushing  Ice  took 
them  all.  Captain  D.  J.  Butler  re- 
called yesterdaj ,  and  ."jcoics  of  sail- 
ing vessels  of  early  days. 

"I  had  the  pleasure  of  making  two 
trips  aboard  the  Neptune,"  Captain 
Butler  stated;  "One  was  made  as 
boatswain,  and  the  second  \  (v  .ign  as 
second  mate.

for  the  British  Kmplre  than  any 
otlier  man.  oix-nl.v  <leclares  that  is 
the  ni.iik  lie  i.s  out  to  reaftl. 

Hardships  have  only  served  to 
harden  the  weather-beaten  frame 
of  this  mariner,  who  sailed  the  seas 

for  more  than  half  a  century,  and 

who  toda.v.  i.s  eciual  to  phy.slcal  feat.s 
that  would  beat  many  men  of  half 
his  age. 

Short  and  stout,  his  hair  bushy 
ai\d  white.  Captain  Bemier  is  still 
game  for  anything.  He  retired 
from  the  sea  in  19S7,  but  a  fah-ly 
brisk  ascent  of  forty  stairs  wont 
take  his  breath  away  today.  Cul- 
tural pur.sult,s  are  now  occupying  hi.s 
time.  A  Fellow  of  the  Royal  tJeo- 
graphlcal  Society,  he  is  lecturing  on 
the  "Ckmquest  of  the  Arctic,"  in 
which  he  took  such  an  active  part.

fated  Franklin  eipadltlon  to  tha 
North  Pole. 

He  a'as  on  his  way  to  the  North 
Pole  himself,  in  1904,  when  orders 
from  the  Department  of  Marine 
compelled  him  to  abandon  the  ex- 
pedition and  patrol  the  Atlantic 
coast  in  search  of  nun*nmners. 
"Bven  In  those  days  wa  had  to  be 
on  the  watch  for  them,"  he  com- 
mented.

Most  Prolific  of  Song  Writ- 
ers Extemporized  Major- 
ity of  630  BalUids 

Schubert  was  the  greatestt  nat- 
ural melodist  and  the  most  careless 

composer  that  ever  lived.  Not  for 
him  was  the  torture  of  self-criticism 
and  the  endless  threshing  out  of  the 
ideas,  as  with  Beethoven;  not  for 
him  was  the  complete  mental  con- 
struction of  a  whole  aymphor  y  be- 
fore writing  down  a  note.  a.s  with 
Mozart.  All  his  Ufe  he  was  really 
an  extemporlzer,  a  ehannal  through 
which  niusie  ran  unceasingly.  To 
him,  natara  sasmad  always  beauti- 
ful, life  always  sweet,  man  always 
good,  because,  out  of  nis  own  good 
nature,  he  wLshed  it  so.  He  loved 
and  caressed  all  he  touched,  not 
with  a  maundering  pity,  but  with  a 
healthy  sweetness.  Melody  Is  "all 
In  all"  to  Schubert,  the  richest  of 
song-makers.  He  may  not  even  be 
discussed,  as  Mosart  (on  whom  he 
partly  founded  his  art)  often  Is,  in 
terms  of  rhythmical  pattern.  Re 
was  a  reM  through  which  the  wind 
blew  everything  Into  sheer  song. 

He  poured  hLs  music  through 
every  poem  Uiat  caught  his  lanry, 
good  and  bad  alike,  i^x  hundi<  i 
and  thirty  In  alL  On  one  occasion  he 
composed  eight  snugs  in  a  alngle 
day.  At  eighteen  he  wrote  "Iha 
Earlking,"  producing  thts  great  bal- 
lad In  a  .single  day  "Hark,  Hark 
the  Lark "  Is  another  in.stance  of  hLs 
speed  in  composition,  for  he  read 
the  poem  while  waiting  for  his 
breakfast  in  a  restaurant,  and  wrote 
the  miuic  on  the  back  of  a  menu  in 
twenty  mlnutos. 

EVEN  FORGOT  HIS  SONGS 

So  quickly  did  he  write  them  that 
once  or  twice  he  actually  forgot 
them  again.  On  one  occasion  one 
of  his  friends  put  before  him  on 
the  piano  a  manuserlpt  song  in  the 
friend's  own  writing.  Schubert 
played  it  through  and  said.  "Thafs 
not  bad.  Who  composed  It?" 
"Why,"  .said  the  friend,  "you  your- 
.scif  did.  and  gave  It  me  a  fortnight 
ago.  but  as  It  was  too  high  for  me, 
I  wrote  It  out  afresh  in  another  key." 

And  what  a  range  through  all 
kinds  of  emotion  he  is  able  to  ex- 
press, front  the  dainty  simpllelty  9i 
"The  Hedge  Rose."  through  the  in- 
nocence of  the  "Ave  Marls,"  the 
quletne.s.s  of  "Thou  Art  My  Re.^t," 
the  slinnes.s  of  "The  Wanderers 
Night  Sone.  ■  tlie  happiness  of  "Who 
Is  Sylvia."  the  pathai  of  "The 
Hurdy-Gurdy  Man."  the  gloomy 
splendour  of  the  "Group  in  Tar- 
tarus." and  the  expending  tragic 
emotloas  oC  "The  Barlklng,"  the 
flnsst  dramatic  song  ever  written. 

BOKN  ITfl 

Mnibart  was  bom  in  1797,  one  of 
a  large  family  whose  father  was  a 

humble  schoolmaster.  Ho  was  given 
a  good  schooling,  after  which  at  the 
early  age  of  seventeen  he  became  an 
assistant    teacher  In  hLs  father's 
school,  and  there  he  might  have  re- 
mained for  the  rest  of  hla  life  but 
for  the  fact  that  he  waa  physically 
Incapable  of  keeping  his  pen  romi 
writing  mtude.     All  the  evidence' 
.shows  that  to  Schubert  the  art  of 
compcvsilion  .scarcely  represented  any 
conscious  intellectual  effort.  He  died 
at  the  age  of  thirty-one,  yet  he  left: 
a  mass  of  music  in  every  form,  the! 
naare  writing  ot  which  might  havei 
eeoupled  an  Meragely  long  llfeUme 
had  ha  been  Oheekad  by  tka  ordi- 
nary preeeas  of  thought. 

One  thing  ran.spi(uous  la  8chu- 
tiert's  life  is  the  number  of  frtsnds 
he  made  and  the  splendid  way  Ifelgil 
•tack  to  htm.    Most  of  them  wei^ 
men  aetlvaly  eonoetned  with  poetry 
and  literature,  not  noblemen,  not 
Isadsn  tt  society  nor  musicians,  as 
•o  many  of  Beethoven's  were  One 
^klng   they  felt    really  should  bej 
•^^^Ml  that  was  to  print  some 
of  thi%ovrlv  ^ionga  he  had  written.! 
but  thev>i^^    1  not  persuade 


after  TSar  and  ttving  one  hardly 
knows  how.  Wbsn  ha  waa  twenty- 
five  nothing  was  yet  In  print,  so  that 

his  beautiful  music,  instead  of  being 

at  the  service  of  ail  the  wor:>i  -^-xs 
known  only  to  a  few  keen  niu.^i.  ;.iils 
in  his  own  native  ritv  When  he 
died  he  left  over  1,000  compositions, 
but  in  money  only  £2  10s. 

The  stone  placed  over  him  bears 
thasa  words: 

"Music  haa  hers  entombed  a  rich 
trsasnrSi

most brought  immediate  results  and, 
perhaps,  would  have,  except  for  the 
entrence  of  politlca  and  GUaaaoo's 
threfttening  flats. 

A  gambler  in  St.  LouLs.  apparently 
working  with  a  New  York  gambling 
syndicate,  had  come  out  of  the  me.s.s 
with  ft  loss  Insteftd  of  ft  gain.  He 
explataied  he  want  taken  In  on  the 
first  two  fMues  whkh  tha  Bade  woo 
with  ease,  bat  did  get  In  for  the 
third  game,  which  the  Sox  won  be- 
rause  of  Dickey  Kerr's  great  pitch- 
ing The  Rambler  claimed  he  had 
been  double-crossed  by  the  others, 
and  was  willing  to  expose  the  whole 
thing  for  the  $10,000  reward,  which 
would  taoonp  his  leasee.

Philippe  and  F'apa.shenka  were 
fired  from  the  Job.  If  they  had  Uben 
assassinated  perhaps  their  fame 
would  have  equaled  that  of  Ras- 
putin. All  three  were  proteges  of 
Grand  Duke  Nicholas,  it  nftM 
through  him  they  acquired  and  re- 
tained their  "pull"  at  court. 

All  the  .stories  written  about  Ras- 
putin being  a  "my.stic  '  a  representa- 
tive of  the  secret  ix)lice  or  a  mem- 
ber of  A  revolutiotmry  society  plot- 
ting against  the  Czar,  are  nonsense. 
Orand  Duke  Nicholas  needed  a  per- 
sonal representative  at  the  Imperial 
court,  and  In  af  least  three  instances 
he  .selected  men  wlio  could  carry  on 
lus  intrigues  under  a  religious  guise. 
SUCOBIBOn  TO  IMTBIOUBBS 
I  found  "Old  Man"  Origori  Ras- 
putin had  been  put  up  by  Orand 
Uuke  Nichola.s.  to  play  a  praying  role 
at  Tsarkoe  Selo.  In  which  Papa- 
.shenka  had  failed.  I  learned  also 
Monsieur  Philippe,  a  French  rogue, 
acting  in  a  similar  capacity  some 
time  before,  had  eomplirtely  fooled 
Nichdfta  n  until  he  wAs  ousted 
through  the  Influence  of  Ratchkow- 
.sky.  chief  of  the  RiLssian  .secret  r>o- 
Uce  and  CJovernmcnt  bomb-plot  or- 
ganizer, who  hated  all  roguery  ex- 
cept his  own, 

Ratchkowsky  kept  hLs  Job  by  or- 
ganizing fake  bomb  plots  against  the 
Czar,  to  convince  His  Imperial  High- 
ness that  but  for  the  watchfulness 
of  his  alert  chief  of  police  the  ter- 
rorists would  blow  Nicholas  II  to 
blt.s. 

Rasputin,  although  a  half-Ullterate 
Siberian  peasant,  was  a  better 
«:hemer  than  Philippe.  He  was  dis- 
covered by  another  Osarlan  saint, 
Bishop  Teophan.  %ho  Instructed  him 
In  the  art  of  prayer  at  court:  It  was 
through  the  bishop  that  Rasputin 
met  Orand  Duke  Nicholas. 

Rasputin  called  himself  "staretz," 
which  means  literally  "old  man,"  but 
1^  .1  term  applied  at  the  time  to  all 
the  praying  vagabonds  who  swarmed 
over  Holy  Russia. 

Doubtless  due  to  clever  coaciiing 
Rasputin  worked  himself  int>,  the 
good  graces  of  Czarina  Alexandra, 
whom  he  convinced  the  Uttle  heir 
Alexis  could  be  .saved  only  by  pray- 
ers, and  that  the  moment  he  ceased 
praying  the  terrorists  would  get  her 
son. 

Unshom.  unwashed,  garbed  in  a 
peasant's  armlak  and  grea.sed  ton- 
boots,  Rasputin  early  In  his  career 
as  a  court  favorite  could  be  .seen  In 
some  of  the  smartest  salons  In  St 
Petersburg.  He  was  beloved  by  pious 
women,  and  as  he  preached  that 
young  and  pretty  ones  could  be 
saved  only  by  hUnself.  liis  adherents 
were  many.  Then  began  the  Inevit- 
able revelations. 

NAME  MEANS  "DEBAtCUfiD" 
The  name  Rasputin  is  derived 
from  the  Russian  word  "ramutni.** 
which  means  debauched,  and  the 
revelations  showed  the  "Old  Man  s  " 
name  fitted  him.  Several  fathers 
and  mother.s  wroie  lett/  is  to  the  St. 
Peter.sburg  papers  (kmanding  that 
Rasputin  be  put  on  trial,  giving  de- 
tails that  Justified  their  demands. 

Rasputin  lacked  the  polish  to  con- 
tinue his  sodoty  role  Imag,  and  soon 
the  salons  were  cloaed  to  him.  But 
he  retained  his  position  at  court, 
thanks  to  Orand  Duke  Nicholas,  who 
needed  Just  thLs  .sort,  of  Smisnfir  to 
influence  Nicholas  II. 

Undoubtedly  the  presence  of  Ras- 
putin at  the  eourt  had  something  to 
do  with  the  iocrjr  showiiw  made  by 
the  Russian  armies  In  the  eady  days 
of  the  Great  War.  Grand  Duke 
NkhobM  was  commander  of  the  Im- 
perial Guard  and  of  the  St  Peters- 
burg military  dl.strlct.  Minister  of 
War  SuchomllnofI  dl.scovered  he 
could  arouse  Uttle  interest  of  the 
Czar  or  the  Grand  Duke  In  what  he 
considered  was  the  "flower  of  the 
Russian  Army."  He  figured  Rasputin 
was  occupying  too  much  of  tha  time 
of  both  and  started  a  OMapaltB  tO 
oust  the  "Old  Man." 

The  outcome  of  the  War  Minister's 
campaign  was  a  quarrel  betwVen

For  general  week  about  the  kit- 
chen there  is  a  handy  little  electric 
motor  that  will  beat  eggs,  whip 
cream,  mix  batter,  or  rharpen 
knives  and  polish  sliver,  by  simply 
putting  on  the  necessary  attach- 
ment. 

Electric  toasters,  percolators, 
waffle  irons  and  hot  plates  are  all 
great  tlme-savera  for  the  house- 
keepers, for  with  them  the  family 
can  make  thlnfi  they  want  right  at 
the  teble.  \ 

And  when  the  meal  Ls  over  there 
Is  the  electric  dl-sh  washer  that  dis- 
poses of  probably  the  BMSt  detested 
of  all  housework.

Water  heaters  can  be 
arranged  to  give  a  constent  supply 
of  hot  water,  or  a  coixstant  supply  of 
of  warm  water  and  an  intermittent 
supply  of  hat  water,  Jusl  as  may  be 
required. 


An  electric  washing  machine  will 
take  the  week's  washing  and  whisk 
it  out  clean  and  ready  for  rimdng 
and  blueing  in  no  time;  the  elec- 
tric wringer  that  is  part  of  the 
washing  machine  takes  care  of  an- 
other strenuous  Job. 

The  washing  done,  an  electric 
clothes  dryer,  a  metal  cabinet  in 
which  is  cin  ulated  a  warm  current 
of  air.  takes  care  of  another  stage, 
and  makes  washday  Independent  of 
weather,  and  frees  the  bousshseper 
oC  Journeys  to  the  back  lot  with  a 
load  of  wet  washinf . 

ELECTRIC  IRON 
Then  the  electric  iron  picks  UP 
the  task,  u  machine  heated  and 
driven  electrically  that  will  Iron 
anything  from  a  baby's  dress  to  a 
full-siaed  sheet  and  asks  no  more 
of  Ite  owner  than  the  work  of  feed- 
ing the  articles  Into  it 

By  mean.s  oi  the  vacuum  cleam  : . 
electricity  takes  care  of  hoa 
cleaning  Just  as  capably  as  It  do«.> 
the  other  household  labora  Rolling 
the  cleaner  over  the  rugs  and 
carpets  draws  the  dirt  out  of  them.

In  the  evening  there  are  lamps 
that  can  be  turned  in  any  dncctlon, 
and  .stood  or  attached  an\ where 
that  is  convenient  and  comf oi  t  iblc. 
Then  there  is  an  electric  lire  to 
glow  and  wink  at  you  genially  as 
you  read  or  sew,  all  hough  there  is 
no  need  to  be  sewing  by  hand  unless 
it  is  for  amusenlent,  for  again  elec- 
tricity comes  to  aid  with  the  elec-

New  adapUtions  <tf  electricity  to 
everyday  things  are  appearing  dklly, 
and  it  will  well  repay  anyone  when 
shopping  In  the  electrical  store  or 
visiting  the  power  companies'  dL^;- 
play  rooms  to  look  round  and  be- 
come acquainted  with  the  latct 
devices,  for  the  proper  use  of  elec- 
tricity In  the  home  is  ana  Of  tha 
marks  of  modernity.

"orgies"  occurred  among  the  mem- 
bers of  his  own  coterie  and  not  at

Rasputin  was  attacked  freqin  nn\ 
by  fiery  speeches  in  the  old  duma. 
The  pcogresslve  Count  Dvaroff  oo 
one  occasion  asked  the  duma  to  put 
an  interpeUation  to  the  Miniater  of 
Justice  asking  "why  this  debauched 
criminal  has  not  been  sent  for  'rial 
under  Article  \.b2r->  of  the  Criminal 
Code?"  Powerful  through  his  pro- 
tectocs,  BaspotlB  liBgnsil  Bl  theee 
attacks. 

Count  UvarofT  gave  the  writer  a 
lengthy  account  of  the  sins  of  Ras- 
putin, and  predicted  some  one  would 

kill  the  "Old  Man.  "  He  hinted  Ras- 
putin was  being  allowed  to  go  un- 
punished for  his  affairs  with  metr.s 
wives  and  daughters  b  cause  he  was 
SO  successful  in  Intrigues  at  the  court 
In  behalf  of  a  gang  of  oflldal  hood- 
Imns  wbp  wtra  ot  eating  aiuitons 
from  Osar  MctMlas.

The  importance  of  healthy  plants  and  ani- 
mals has  long  been  recognised  in  Canada. 
Qovemmenta  have  nnijr  hMn  alow  to  take 
steps  as  they  becam<>  necessary  to  protect  and 
maintain  the  general  health  of  plants  and 
aalmala.  and,  as  a  rwilt.  Canada  probably  tm 
fewer  se-^us  plant  and  *!*bnfl  T*l1tllitft  than 
any  other  nation. 

Kew  eountrlee  usually  are  eonparaUvely  free 
of  serious  infections  and  infestations.  In  Can- 
ada most  of  our  pests  and  diseases  are  of  for- 
elgn  IntroductlMt  Hmm  that  we  have  sze 
made  fooK  in  an  unrelentless  battle,  and  great 
care,  tiirough  embargoes  and  inqDectlons.  is  ex- 
erdssd  to  pfevent  entry  of  others  that  might 
harm  the  econ9mic  welfare  of  .the  country. 

There  are  numerous  Instances  on  record  of 
disease  wiping  out  an  entire  Industry.  There 
are  many  other  records  of  huge  losses  result- 
ing from  quiHi^d  yields  being  reduced  by 
pests  and  sUHSh*.  Reduction,  and.  if  pos- 
sible, removal,  of  tbtm  losses  Is  the  goal  be- 
hind the  work  of  the  plant  and  *»«*»ni4  pa- 
thologist.

In  the  search  for  the  cause  of  the  death  of 
violets,  roses  and  narcissus.  When  technocracy 
rules,  pathologists  may  be  provided  with  suit- 
able gas  maska. 

The  laboratory  at  Saanichton  Is  .somewhat 
unique  In  that  the  resources  of  the  Dominion 
health  of  anlmfds  brudi,  the  division  of 
b<ifanv  of  the  exporlmentals  farms'  branch, 
and  Uie  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture 
are  pooled  for  the  ooaunon  object  of  senrliNT 
the  farmer. 

Dr.  £.  A.  Bruce,  animal  pathologist,  Is  always 
wUllng  to  share  his  knowledge  of  animal  dis- 
eases with  fur  fariiirns.  stockmen  and  poultry 
producers,  but  being  British  CcdOQbia's  only 
offleial  animal  path<doglst  with  laboratory  ex- 
perience and  rquipnirnt,  by  necessity  he  has  to 
devote  a  con.siderable  fraction  of  his  time  to 
blood  testing  for  bacillus  abortus  in  cattle  and 
bacillus  pullorum  In  poultry  and  for  the  downs 
of  other  organisms  found  In  blood  that  menace 
the  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  fur-bearing  animals, 
poultry  and  wild  bird  life.  Re  la  called  upon 
by  Oovemment  and  commercial  veterinarians 
trom  all  over  the  province  in  the  diagnosis  of 
new  dksaass  and  to  assist  or  oonflrm  the  Iden- 
tification of  others. 

Dr.  Bruce  also  directs  an  experimental  plant 
at  Langley,  eetahHshed  to  study  the  disease 

that  has  baffled  sricntisUs  all  over  the  WOrtd 
and  which  is  present  in  British  Cohmibia,  the 
so-called  Redwater  Disease  or  beef  and  dairy 
cattle.  Although  his  invc.i  nations  are  not 
completed,  evidence  has  been  obtained  that  the 
disesas  is  noninfectious  and  is  caused  by  a

Diseases  of  Grains 

INQUIRIES  with  respect  to  diseases  of  grains 
are  usuaUy  referred  to  the  provlnelal  rep- 
resentative at  the  Saanichton  lahoratoi  v  W 
R.  PV)ster,  owing  to  the  years  he  was  engaged 
In  research  In  this  flsM  before  making  his 
home  in  this  province.  He  wa.',  one  of  fhf>  pio 
neer  advocates  of  copper  carbonate  dust,  two 
oinees  per  bMM.  a  eheap  and  satMaetory 
treatment  for  the  control  of  stinking  smut  of 
Wheat,  and  a  much  more  satisfactory  method 
than  the  old-fashioned  formalin  treatment. 
The  realisation  on  his  part  that  the  meet  eco- 
nomical means  of  controUng  cereal  diseases  is 
through  the  development  of  resistant  varieties 
has  led  him  to  keep  In  ctose  touch  with  preg- 
ress  made  by  plant  breeders.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  already  to  test  out  promising 
restsunt  grain  varletiM  tai  BrttMi  OotoHMa. 

The  progrees  made  by  Mr.  Foster  in  the 
*tudy  of  a  fntit  blight  of  loganberries  attracted 
the  Natkmal  Reeaaieh  Ooanett  of  Ouiada.  and 

la'it  venr  the  council  gave  him  a  .'^i^ecial  grant 
to  defray  part  of  the  expenses  of  this  InvesU- 
gaUon.  aatlsfaetery  e^^denes  has  been  ob- 
talnecl  that  loganberry  fruit  blight  Ls  an  in- 
fectious disease  caused  by  a  fungus  and  that 
H  Is  not  aonflaed  to  leganberriea  only.  Wild 
Maekbarrlee.  thlmbleberries  and  some  of  the 
Kigllsh  varieties  of  tame  rMpbcrrtaa  an  aw- 
ccptlble  to  the 


The  productivity  of  Pranconla  and  Antwerp, 
two  English  raspberry  varieties,  is  very  seri- 
ously affected  by  this  disease.  Two  years  ago 
on  one  farm  on  the  West  Saanich  Road,  a 
Franconia  plantation  bore  practically  no  crop 
throi«h  this  disease.  Fortunately,  the  Cuth- 
brrt,  the  principal  raspberry  grown  in  British 
Columbia,  is  practically  immune.  By  caging 
loganberry  plants  with  cheesecloth  he  found  it 
possible  to  prevent  infedtbm,  i>ut  beyond  ad- 
vocating the  removal  of  infected  wild  black- 
berries and  thlmbleberries  around  the  com- 
mercial plantations,  no  further  announce- 
ments will  be  made  of  practical  control  meas- 
ures until  another  year's  experimental  work 
has  proved  the  effectiveness  and  economy  of 
control  by  spraying. 

Unfortunately,  breeding  for  resistant  varie- 
ties of  loganberries  has  little  promise  owing 
to  the  stability  of  this  variety.  Only  <xie  va- 
riety of  loganberry  exists  and  apparently  it 
Is  next  to  impossible  to  Introduce  n^w  blood 
into  the  loganberry  by  crossing  it  with  black- 
berries, raapberrlea.  or  other  Rubua  q^aeies. 

Co-operation  Is  Essential 

^LY  through  intimate  contact  with  the 

\-y  practical  grower  can''''ttisease-control 
probleans  be  satisfactorily  solved.  When  a 
grower  reports  that  his  celery  foliage  U  spotted 
and  a  microscopic  examination  in  the  labora- 
tory proves  It  to  be  late  blight  (septorla  apli>^. 
and  the  whole  crop  has  not  yet  become  In- 
fected, the  iTower  is  advised  to  Spray  at  once 
with  4:4:40  Bordeaux.  Very  often  he  will  leave 
a  iMitcfa  unsprayed  to  help  us  verily  our  ex- 
perimsatal  plot  eooehntoia  that  the  spray  win 
pay. 

Several  greenhouse  operatora  with  steam- 
heated  hoases  have  scattered  sulphur  dust  over 
the  st/^nm  pipes  to  control  leaf  mould.  Others 
reporting  serieos  leaf-mould  infection  in  hot- 
water-heated  houses  have  Installed  pans 
heated  by  electric  hot  plates  in  which  sulphur 
la  vaporised  for  about  one  hour  each  day  until 
the  mould  Is  under  eontroL  It  la  Mdy  by  the 
willingness  of  the  growers  to  try  out  these 
measures  that  we  can  verify  ear  kboratory 
tovertlgatloaa.  Ow  neonawndatMne  an  not

eight  inches  deep  instead  of  the  cuatomary 
four  took  quite  a  chance  that  this  deep  plant- 
ing would  lower  the  yield  of  bulbs  without  re- 
ducing the  amount  of  tulip  fire  Infection,  the 
object  of  deep  planting.  The  experience  of 
practical  growers  has  verified  our  conclusions 
with  respect  to  the  control  of  tulip  fire,  namely 
that  deep  planting,  the  detection  and  removal 
early  in  the  season  of  diseased  plants,  .spraying 
with  KS-Kosin  or  a  1  per  cent  glue  solution, 
and  a  general/ clean-up  and  complete  removal 
ot  the  old  foliage  when  praetiealljr  rtpe,  art 
important  control  measures. 

Certification  Work 

THE  certlficatfam  work,  that  of  attaching 
an  r)fflrlal  guarantee  to  pot.ntD  seed  and 
raspberry  stocks,  is  under  the  direct  supervi- 
sion of  H.  8.  MacLeod,  of  the  Saanichton  1a- 
horatorv  Throughout  Canada,  the  United 
States,  and  the  expmt  markets  in  general,  the 
vshie  of  certified  seed  potatoes  and  raspberry 
stocks  Ls  now  fecognizrd  The  doubting 
Tliomases  arc  merely  asked  to  grow  certified 
and  nonccrtified  commercial  potatoes  side  by 
side:  for  we  know  the  results  will  speak  louder 
th.m  words.  In  the  cft.'^e  of  potatoes  and  many 
cia.>.srs  of  seed  and  pn>(>agation  stock,  the 
value  of  the  seed  and  stock  can  only  1M  deter- 

mlned  In-  field  in.-r>ecfirn  of  the  growing  rrrp 
This  is  because  many  serious  plant  diseases 
can  be  carried  by  tied  and  steok  quite  normal 

in  appearnnre. 

A  disease  Inspection  service  for  potato  crops 
«as  first  created  by  the  Prov^cial  Department 
of  Agrlcultiuml  and  was  later  taken  over  by 
the  Federal  service.  Its  purpose  is  only.  In 
part,  to  establish  superior  grades  of  seed.  The 
field  inspectors  draw  attention  to  the  amonot 
of  disease  In  variou-^  crops  and  demonstrat; 
how  yields  can  be  increased  by  the  remsfral 
and  the  destraetkin  of  the  roguea,  the 
plant*,  and  by  the  selection  of  the  iMSt  plante 
for  propagation  purposes.  Mosaic.  WttolMir 
broom  and  Isaf  roO  were  only  names  ten 

years  ago  tr»  Brifi.'sli  rolumbia  farmers.  Init 
now  most  of  them  can  detect  the  presence  and 
appredate  their  seriooaneai  with  e>en  greater 
flccuraey  than  fh'-  ur  pr.  toi  v  in  o-der  to  se- 
cure the  MUea  advantage  of 


farmers  were  forced  to  become  Intimately  fa- 
miliar with  the  diseases  affecting  their  crops. 

Control  of  Bulb  Diseases 

)  I'ISH  Columbia  Is  the  only  section  of 
Canada  that  is  ideal  for  bulb  produc- 
tion. Tlie  prospects  are  good,  for  mHWOtM  of 
bulbs  are  Imported  annually  Into  Canada.  The 
bulk  of  the.se  are  used  by  the  greenhouse 
operators,  the  forcers,  and  the  producers  of 
bloem  under  glaaa  are  very  particular  about 
quality,  owing  to  the  large  overhead  costs  of 
the  forcing  business.  If  each  bulb  does  not 
produce  Its  full  quota  of  Moom  their  profits 

are  greatly  dunini.shcd.  for  buildint;  costs,  fuel 
and  labor  remain  the  same.  Quality  for  forcing 
is  only  partly  revealed  In  the  appearance  of 
the  bulbs.  Much  dcix-iui.s  uixmi  soil  and  cli- 
mate and  field  management,  but  the  big  fac- 
tor In  quality  Is  freedom  from  disease.  Nar- 
cissus bulbs  may  appear  externally  perfectly 
sound  and  yet  be  worthless  through  mosalo 
and  nematode  infection. 

Messrs.  Hastings  and  Botfier  are  devoting  a 

lar^c  part  of  their  time  to  bulb  diseases  and 
have  already  achieved  a  measure  of  success 
In  the  development  of  nardasus  disease  control 
measures.  One  of  the.se  consist-s  of  forcing  a 
solution  of  one-half-pound  silver  nitrate  and 
one  and  one-half  pounds  potassium  cyanide  in 
100  gallons  of  water  into  the  bulbe  by  a  simple 
evacuation  process  as  a  control  of  the  most 
Important  disease  of  narcissus  in  British  Co- 
hunbta,  namely  the  nwwaloda  or  eelworm  dis- 
ease. 

They  have  also  established  the  Importance 
of  adding  a  disinfectant  In  the  hot  water 

control  treatment  of  the  same  disra.sr  One- 
half  gallon  formalin  is  added  to  100  gallons 
of  water  and  the  buflks  ars  maintained  In  the 
hot  water  from  two  to  four  hours,  depending 
upon  the  size  of  the  kmlbs,  at  exactly  112  de- 
grsea  MthrenhelL 

Aid  to  Industry 

TH£  invisible  or  microscopic  population  of 
the  world  far  exceeds  the  visible  popula- 
tion In  numbers,  form  and  variety.  For  every 
hundred  organisms  Isolated  from  plant  mate- 
rial rarely  more  than  one  or  two  have  any 
sJgBtfleenea  In  plant  disease  or  have  any 
known  economic  value.  Thr  characferl.'^tlcs 
and  behavior  of  these  noneconomlc  typeb  are 
carefully  rseorM  and  poMiahed  In  aelentlfic 
)ourn«b:  for  many  of  the  orynnLsms  that  were 
considered  useless  a  few  years  ago  arc  now 
used  In  the  production  of  wrtoos  isbitasom. 

Including  nlcf)hoI,  ctlnl  and  butyl,  acetone,  and 
a  niunber  of  other  Important  substances  used 
by  indoatry.

The  prom>ector  searching  for  gold  is  alwaya 
an  optimlat;  ao  it  Is  with  the  chemist  who  la 
studying  the  products  formed  by  micro- 
organisms. Tlie  gold  of  the  pathologist  is  the 
millions  ot  organlama  that  have  never  yat 
been  studied.  Nobody  knows  what  they  can 
produce.  Many  organisms  are  under  study  at 
the  Saanlehten  laboratory  that  convert  starfih 
and  cellulose  of  waste  plant  material  into  valu- 
able sugars  and  other  products,  but  few  pro- 
dttoe  the  valuable  products  In  auf  f  Ident  quan« 
titles  to  warrant  harnessing  them  for  com- 
mercial purposes.  Perhaps  tomorrow  we  will 
discover  the  organism  that  will  convert  our 
surplus  wheat,  waate  aferaw  and  aawdusl  Into 
.sugar  for  our  porridge  and  fuel  for  our  auto- 
mobiles. Sometimes  we  get  interested  in  the 
warfure  between  the  dlffennt  medea  thai  la 
always  going  on  in  the  microscopic  world,  and 
we  hope  to  discover  a  breed  of  organism  that 
will  attaok  and  deatroy  the  diaaaaa  prodncing 
forms  that  Jower  crop  yields  and  kill  valuable 


Pest  Control  Work

VEN     under    the     depres.sed  condltlm.* 
through  which  we  are  ik>w  passing; 
Britlrf)  OohmtMa  may  be  considered  a  land  ot 

plenty,  partlcuiariv  when  viewed  from  an  agri- 
cultural standpoint.  From  a  horticultural 
viewpoint  there  Is  no  province  In  the  Domin- 
ion where  a  greater  varietgr  of  both  ftvtl  and 

vegefable-s  may  be  found. 

Like  all  other  parts  of  the  world  where  the 
products  of  the  ordMrd  and  garden  are  grown 

in  large  or  small  quantities,  it  eventually  comee 
to  the  place  where  the  producer  will  find  some 
pest,  either  insect  or  disease,  which  he  will 
have  to  fight  If  he  hopes  to  secure  a  satisfac- 
tory return  for  his  labors.  British  Columbia 
is  no  exception  and  there  Is  a  continuous  battle 
going  on  between  the  producers  and  the  va- 
rious inserts  and  dLsea.ses  which  attack  culti- 
vated planU.  In  this  work  the  different  gov- 
friuaental  bodies— Dominion,  provlnolal  and 

munlelpai  have  glvm.  and  are  still  giving  trt 
the  grower,  both  direct  and  Indirect  assistance. 
What  Is  being  done  is  possibly  beat  explained 
by  giving  a  brief  review  of  some  of  the  work 
which  is  at  present  being  undertaken  by  the 
Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture. 

The  old  saying  that  prevention  Is  better  than 
cure  applies  to  pest  control  work  as  well  as  to 
any  other  line.  With  this  In  mind  cerUln 
regulations  have  been  made  dealing  with  im- 
portation and  In  the  enforcem'^nt  of  which 
the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Uovernment  co- 
operate. Iheee  regulations  reqtUre:  Tint,  that 
anyone  wishing  to  import  anv  tr^,  shrub  or 
herbaceous  plant  must  secure  from  the  Do- 
minion Oovemment  a  permit  to  Import;  eee- 
ond.  that  all  importations  be  examined  at  a 
designated  port  of  entry.  This  undoubtedly 
seems  like  a  hardship  and  a  rather  strict 
measure;  on  the  other  hand.  It  has  prevented 
the  importatloQ  of  certain  plants  which  are 
prohibited,  and,  furthermore,  has  prevented, 
due  to  the  strict  Inspection  given,  the  bring- 
ing \nio  ihf  province  of  certain  in.sert  pestS 
and  diseases  which  are  found  in  other  parts 
of  the  worid  and  not  at  freeant  In  Brttlili 
Columbia.  It  may  not  be  iKVMtble  to  always 
keep  some  of  these  various  troubles  out  of  Itw 
ptwvmce,  w%n  me  loivsr  is  ean  ae  wmie  mm 
more  money  will  be  saved  the  producers,  who 
will  have  to  eventually  carry  out  the  oontiol

If  they  are  cornered  and  charge  you  can 
see  them  coming.  But  at  night  you  don't 
stalk  them.  Ifcey  stalk  you.  When  they 
.«.prlng  It  Ls  from  behind.  Even  rrnrk  .shots 
like  my  friends,  the  Francis  brothers,  had  no 
confidenca  that  they  could  wheel  quickly 
enough  to  gel  a  charging  lion  in  the  heart 
when  Uie  only  Ught  was  the  light  of  his  eyes.

y->^PRINO  has  definitely  arrived  •  All  prog- 
noetications  by  gloomy  persons  who  In- 
^  elated  that  #e  should  hava  a  hard  Winter, 
as  hard  as  any  that  have  been,  have  failed. 
We  were  told  over  and  over  that  en  top  of  fi- 
nancial stress  there  would  be  weather  which 
would  further  comiriieata  Uvlng  conditions. 
Even  as  late  as  February,  pe.s.simLstlc  heads 
were  shaken.  We  were  reminded  of  a  March, 
aonawhare  In  tha  ninetlee,  when  heavy  snowa 
came  and  diaorganlaed  evervthlng.  making  It 
possible  to  ooaat  for  two  weeks  on  Beacon  HiU 
—which  d(^t  sound  like  an  unmitigated  evil, 
even  at  that,  for  surely  where  the  world  can 
go  out  on  bobeleds  there  must  be  some  Joy  left 
in  life. 

However,  we  haven't  had  any  such  snow,  nor 
any  snow  worth  mentioning,  for  that  matter, 
though  we  believe  that  less  fortunately  situated 
oentree  of  population  not  very  far  from  ua.

Mo  stem  at  all.  and  hugging  the  moes  ckMely 
as  though  a  Uttle  timid,  which  it  can't  be.  or 
it  wouldn't  come  out  so  IfBng  before  the  Va- 
lerian and  the  Veronlen  and  the  Mlmulas.

Ao  tightly  Mdad  m 
to  look  like  a  Uttle  mound  of  crimson  WOK.  . 

naaently  white  we  watched,  out  from  MMkr 
the  Ut¥m  of  mie  rook  pkinta  came  tlie  honey 
bee.  into  the  full  of  the  sunshine.  He.  or  she 
it  probably  was.  could  scarcely  aaik,  .merely 
tottered  along,  now  and. then  tailing  Over.  But 
In  a'  very  short  space  of  time  it  had  quite  re- 
covered its  equiUbruim.  and  walked  with 
steadier  gait  and  at  an  Ind-eaaliit  pace.  It  waa 
eearehing  for  suatenane*:  no  doubt  about  that; 
Vw?srt«*g  into  the  heart  of  every  little  chi.ster 
of  Valerian  leavea,  and  nosing,  or  trying  to, 
into  tha  eloeed  takh.  Whether  or  not  it  t»* 
blbed  any  nourishment.  It  certainly  picked  up 
strength,  for  preeently  it  began  to  Uft  Its  wings 
aa  tt  to  teat  them.  wMeh  nraet  be  a  rather 
wonderful  sensation 

Panry.  every  Spring,  being  wble  to  test  one's 
mngs;  and  fhitter-a^Mt,  as  this  bee  did;  and 


then  soar  straight  up  Into  the  sunshine,  aa  tt 
did.  Even  if  it  meant  only  a  few  minutes  or 
a  few  hours'  ecstacy.  the  brief  life  would  be 
worth  while,  mueh.  lwttar  worth  whUe  indeed 
than  a  long-drawn-out  existence  In  which  the 
drab  very  often  overlies  the  colorful,  until  the 
lattar  la  ahnoat  loot  sight  of. 

The  Stolen  Nest 

ON  this  March  thirteenth  we  came  upon 
another  harMnger  of  Bprlng  nMeh  waa 

of  very  much  more  practical  benefit  than 
watching  the  exercises  of  the  bee.  We  found 
our  loet  White  Leghorn  hen  sitting  on  a  nest  of 
seventeen  eggs.  Biddy,  there  .she  was.  on  her 
own  nest,  a  really  beautiful  nest  in  some 
straw  aha  had  foQnd.  and  no  doubt  looking 
forward  to  bringing  out  in  nature's  good  time 
a  large,  healthy  brood  of  chicks,  for  there  are 
no  chickens  so  healthy  as  those  which  coom 
to  life  in  outdoor  nests  of  the  mother  hen's 
oifn  making.  Alas  for  Biddy,  there  would 
never  have  been  any  chicks  from  her  eggs, 
and  so  we  gently  but  firmly  removed  her  and 
to(A  the  eggs  away.  She  couldn't  have  been 
sitting  very  long,  for  the  eggd  were  all  good. 
Than  wa  broke  the  nest  to  pieces. 

She  waa  quite  philosophical  about  it.  Made 
no  manner  of  fuss,  and  in  a  few  hours  ceased 
har  clucking.  But  It  waa  probaUy  a  dlMp- 
polntment.  Hens  as  a  rule  are  quite  pa.s- 
sionate  about  setting,  as  anybody  knows  who 
has  triad  to  break  them. 

Nearly  everybody's  flocks  are  laying  now. 
As  one  passes  along  the  road  one  will  see  the 
signs:  "Vni— nineteen,  fifteen  and  t#alva 
cents  a  do«en."  Tliev  were  never  cheaper. 
We  hope  this  is  not  an  augury  of  what  the 
farmera  wfll  get  for'all  thair  produee.  But 
we  are  told  that  thl.s  year  everybody  with  a 
plot  of  land,  either  in  the  city  of  out,  wUl  be 


planting  seeds,  raising  vegetal ables  and  what 
fruit  is  poBslble,  to  augment  the  larder.  We 
know  that  there  Is  much  new  land  being 
broken  out  here  in  the  peninsula,  high  land 
and  bottom  land;  light,  sandy  soil  aiui  rich, 
black  kMim.  And  whether  It  keeps  prices  low 
or  not»  It'a  a  good  sight,  and  a  good  sign.  It 
.shows  that  we've  health  and  strength  and 
optimism,  and  given  that,  no  matter  how  hard

The  naturalists  have  discovered  that  the 
ant  was  even  more  selfUh  and  cruel  than 
pitiful  children  supposed.  Besides,  the  cricket 
could  not  have  been  turned  out>of>door8,  for 
he  does  not  hve  through  the  Winter,  It  Is 
an  Italian  naturallat,  Signor  Bergini,  who 
oomeU  the  oU  atory.   He  aaya: 

"Pir^t  of  all,  there  arc  no  cicadas  during 
the  Winter  months,  and  therefore  the  cicada 
eould  never  have  thrust  itself  upon  the  ant 
to  beg  alms.  Furthermore,  beoauae  of  tho 
peculiar  formation  of  its  proboscis,  it  oonM 
not  pooaibly  partake  of  this  food. 

"Obaerfo  taelood,  to  what  an  extent  the 
ant  ej;erclses  every  means  in  Ite  pitiless  quest 
to  impoverish  the  poor  cicada,  who  has  been 
■0  unjustly^  and  maliciously  accused. 

During  tho  suffocating  hours  of  midday, 
when  most  insects  .seek  to  quench  their  thirst 
With  empty  and  wltliered  flower  cups,  the 
cicada  doea  hot  autfer,  alaoe  with  iU  pro- 
boada.  which  may  be  oon^ued  to  a  gimlet, 
it  tape,  as  it  were,  one  of  the  many  barrels 
in  its  Inexhaustible  wine  cellar.  Faatened 
on  the  branch  of  a  tree  or  buah.  alwaya  aiag- 
ing,  it  perforates  the  aawofb  bark  and  ox- 
tracta  the  aap. 

'Vut  very  aoon  the  aniltltude  of  insecto  in 
q  -  t  of  liquide  (and  first  among  these  are 
the  famous  ants)  pass  by.  and  discovering 
the  well  dug  by  the  cicada,  proceed  to  use  it. 

"Nor  are  theee  ineecto  timid  or  boahfUl. 
for  they  drag   themselves   under   the  poor 
cicada's  stomach,  while  it  rises  on  its  feet, 
leoTtag  a  f^  poHoge  beneath.  THo  loifor 
insects,  somewhat   braver  than   the  others, 
hastily  snatch  a  swallow,  and  then  run  ^  a 
aafe  plaee  on  a  dlrtaat  branch;  then  they 
return  moro  aniamted  and  Kr>"ii'  i  ihan  be- 
fore.

He  never  aought  publicity,  and 
seomed  flattery  and  intrigue.  The  politicians 
could  not  understand  his  single-minded  per- 
eietenee,  but  there  ia  mtle  doubt  that  hlstM-y 
win  give  him  a  h\nh  plare  for  the  part  he

light  yean  ago,  the  potato  crop  in  Lincoln-

land,  mw  aerlously  atrrcted  It  would  almost 
appear  aa  if  the  nematodea  concerned  in 
theae  apldemlM  hate  had  their  origin  in  the 
nardMUl,  though  they  arc  not  Mipi>oscd  to 
tranafar  readily  to  another  hoet.  it  la  logical 
to  aasame,  however,  that  to  oourse  of  time, 
and  particularly  where  an  inaufflcient  variety 
of  cropa  ia  uaed  in  rotationa,  strains  of  nards- 
aus  eahroraa  can  and  do  develop  that  can  move 
from  the  naretaMia  host  to  other  cro|)  iinlo.s.s 
precautions  are  taken  by  the  bulb  growers  to 
eradicate  the  eelworm  pest  from  their  narcis- 
sus bulbs. 

The  bulb  eel  worms  found  in  Oordon  Head, 
Colwood  and  Saanlchton  were  recently  tested 
by  us,  and  they  without  exception  readily  ac- 
cepted barley,  oata^  rye  and  wheat  as  hosts. 
Probably  many  aiare  orope  will  prove  sus- 
cepttbla  to  Mlworm  attack,  experiments  are 
under  way  at  the  Saanichton  Laboratory  to 
tast  all  the  important  economic  crops.  f 

Many  New  Hosts 

ALTHOUGH  t^re  have  been  fewer  reports 
of  severe  loases  from  bulb  growing 
centres  lately  alnce  the  steriUsatkm  of  bulba 
by  the  hot  water  method  brcnmc  n  Rcneral 
practice,  there  arc  reported  from  the  bulb  dis- 
trlcta  many  new  hosU  of  the  bob  nematpdc, 
showing  that  they  have  tha  aUItty  to  axtand 
their  hofit  range. 

Of  parUeular  interest  to  bulb  growers  Is  tha 
reported  IntercpMon  by  the  United  Slates

nagaMUng  tha  local  altuation:  VnlcM  our 
bulb  growrrs  rnakr  up  their  minds  to  include 
bulb  sterUization  as  a  regular  part  of  the 
routtna  in  nardssua  culture,  land  will  con- 
tinue to  be  infected,  and  when  iataetad  land 
Is  planted  to  a  crop,  though  many  of  the 
nemlo  population  will  probably  not  accept  the 
ne"  crop,  and  perish  from  exhaustion,  some 
of  them  will,  and  these  in  time  will  breed 
a  population  which  will  consider  this  crop  as 
a  preferred  host,  and  then  the  Injury  to  this 
crop  will  become  serious.  It  is  reasonable  to 
expect,  therefore  that  such  crops  as  straw- 
berry, potatoes,  clover,  etc.,  will  be  numbered 
among  the  plant  victims  of  the  bulb  nema- 
tode in  Oordon  Head  unless  proper  stops  are 
taken. 

Bulb  growers  and  farmers  .'houki  thorofore

Narcissus  and  Hyacinth 

EARLY  storage.— Lightly  Infected  bulbs  are 
rjultr  Arm  and  arc  indlattngulshabla  from 
healthy  bulbs  except  by  cutting  open  the 
bulbs  in  a  horizcmtal  plane.  Evidence  ol 
disease  is  shown  by  a  "ring"  efTeet  due  to  the 
attacked  scale  turning  brown.  The  brown 
ring,  however,  can  also  occur  wt^en  soil  nemas 
gain  entranoa  through  some  initial  iBjury  to 
the  bulbs.  It  is  not  .spccinr  for  the  bulb  atl« 
worm.  The  eciworms  must  be  Identiflai  by  a 
ooaipetont  person. 

I.atP  Storage.- Aflor  the  bulb.s  havr  bt-rii  in 
storage  for  some  time,  affected  bulbs  usually 
become  soft  and  daoayad.  The  basal  plate  of 
such  bulba  may  be  readily  pried  o(T  and  white 
cottony  clusters  found.  These  may  be  fungi  or 
nematodast  MMl  ahould  ba  sent  to  the  Lkbera- 
tory  for  asamlnatta. 

On  Growing  Plants 

THE  best  time  to  lock,  for  nematode  infec- 
tion is  during  the  growing  .season  be- 
cause the  raised  yellowish  lumps  on  foliage  or 
flower  stems  is  a  specific  synptom  of  eelworm. 

Infection. — Bull>s  which  are  diseased  when 
planted  may  not  grow  at  all,  or  they  may 
prodttca  stunted  planu  with  yellowish  nal-  ' 
formed  leaves.  Fly  infastoUoa  can  causa  tha 
same  symptom.

HoiiK-Madc  Solution  for 
Sterilizing  Utensils 
Used  in  the  Dairy 

FOR  the  steriiixation  of^hc  parts,  of  milk- 
ing machines  and  other  dahr  utensils  the 
following  home-made  liypochlorlte  solution  ha.s 
been  found  useful.  ObUin  a  twelve-ounce 
package  of  the  very  b<st  chloride  of  hme.  This 
lime  .should  be  fre^h,  non-caked,  and  praferably 
marked  with  the  available  Chlorine  content. 
Mbt  tha  contents  with  just  enough  water  to 
form  a  moist  pasto.  then  add  the  remainder  ot 
a'gallon  of  water,  breaking  up  the  lump.^  and 
straining  through  screen  wire  Into  a  glass  or 
initiuMiware  container.  Dissolve  one  pound 
of  washing  soda  in  a  gallon  of  water,  then 
add  this  to  the  chloride  of  lime  solution,  stir- 
ring thoroughly.  Allow  the  mixture  to  stand 
over  night,  then  draw  off  the  clear,  grernl.sh 
liquid  on  top.  This  is  known  as  the  stock 
solution,  and  should  be  stored  In  a  tightly 
.stopped  brown  gla.=«  or  earthenwaro  Jar  In  a 
cool  place.  ThiA  stock  solution  may  also  be 
used  to  make  up  stariUatng  rinses  for  metal 
uten.sii.r  and  far  wMitfnff  aowa'  utfdan  bafora 
milking. 

Ta  atariUsa  the  mUk  tube  system,  obtain  a 
larga  aarthanware  crock  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  hold  tba  tubaa  from  all  the  unit.-;  without 
CTowdlng.  flonstruet  a  tightly  fitting  ltd  to 
keep  out  dust  aud  dirt  Tor  a  tsn-gaUon  crock, 
place  thirty  poiind.s  of  .salt  In  the  bottom,  and 
fill  the  crock  with  clean  cold  water  to  within 
su  inohes  df  tha  tap.  To  tha  bilna  thus 
formed  add  one  quart  of  the  stock  ."solution  of 
liypochlorlte  at  the  start,  and  an  additional 
fow-«ynoa  ehanga  evary  day  in  Bummer,  and 
f  very  other  day  In  Winter.  Add  salt  and  clean 
water  as  necessary  to  maintain  the  original 
level  of  the  solution.  As  soon  as  the  solution 
I  egin.s  to  look  dirty,  discard  it  and  make  np 
a  fresh  one.  No  solution  should  ba  kept  in 
usa  for  longer  than  six  weeks.

ON  a  battle  front  wider  tiian  the  western 
front  to  mnoa  In  1118.  Australian 
farmers  are  carrying  on  a  merciless 
war.  In  which  eaanalties  already  run  into 
hundreds  of  thousands,  although  the  real 
tfamhiar  has  barely  begun,  against-rabbltsi 
Nature  regularly  breeds  bird.  Insect  and 
animal  plagues  to  intenupt  the  Australian 
farmer's  pursuit  of  the  phantom  of  proapartty 
through  his  maze  of  debt.s  and  .slumped  com- 
modity prices.  In  November  machine  guns 
manned  by  oOoera  and  prhratas  of  tha  Aua- 
tralian  army  were  chattering  in  the  Campion 
distria  of  Western  Australia  to  stop  the  ad- 
vance of  emu  flocks,  aallmatad  to  total  10.006. 
which  were  eating  and  .stamping  down  miles 
of  valuable  crops  as  they  came  striding  south, 
drtvan  from  t^  regular  beat  in  the  never- 
never  of  the  Interior  by  .-.carcity  of  water. 
Early  last  year  farmam  of  the  Wimmera  and 
MaUae  dlstricta  of  Victoria  could  not  get  thalr 
.sleep  because  they  had  to  spend  the  nighta 
fighting  a  plague  of  mice  which  threatened  to 
eat  them  off  thalr  farms.  Government  ento- 
mologists are  wondering  how  to  rid  country 
areas  of  plagues  of  grubs— a  species  of  cut- 
worms—which  move  In  millions,  do  heavy 
damage  to  the  ripening  crop.s  each  year,  and 
even  delay  country  trains  bv  causing  the 
wheels  to  skid  as  they  are  squashed  m  thou- 
sands on  tha  llnaa. 

Worst  Plague  on  Record 

'  rabbit  invasion  is  a  matter  of  na- 

JLI  tional  coneam.  The  worst  on  recwd,  is 
the  opinion  of  the  experts— and  that  in  a 
counti'y  which  lost  century  offered  a  Oovern- 
ment  reward  of  00.000  for  an  affaetlva  moaaa 
of  ending  the  rabbit  Infestation. 

For  weelLS  graziers  in  the  west  of  New  Soutli 
Wales  have  bean  flghtlng  for  thalr  aaiseanea 
against  hordes  which  are  sweeping  ea.st,  leav- 
ing the  country  bare  of  grass.  Oas,  poison  and 
evary  weapon  that  outbaek  rasooree  or  tha  in- 
genulty  of  .science  can  discover  have  failed  to 
hold  back  the  plague.  In  New  South  Wales 
atone  It  is  esUmatad  that  there  are  1,000,000.- 

000  rabbits.  One  .station  In  Western  New 
South  Wales  is  employing  eight  men  to  do 
nothing  but  fight  rabbits,  and  on  an  ^,000- 
acre  station  they  are  being  killed  at  the  rata 
of  300,000  weakly,  but  are  stUl  breading  and 
advancing. 

Even  Swim  Rivers 

STATIONS  which  a  few  weeks  ago  reported 
no  rabbita  are  catehing  a.s  raapy  w  8,000

Dangerous  Nature 
of  Bulb  Disease

FROM  the  number  of  articles  which  we  have 
aantrlbtttsd  ta  these  eoimnns  recenUy  on 

the  eelworm  disease  of  nar;issti.s.  some  of  OUT 
readers  might  form  the  imprcasion  that  we  are 
"alarmlsto"  in  our  views  regarding  the  danger- 
ous nature  of  this  pest.  We  hope  vary  much 
that  they  may  be  right,  but  all  those  who  have 
ever  had  anything  to  do  with  this  pest,  would 
vindicate  aur  attituda. 

The  following  news  item,  contributed  by 
A,  J.  Ncwhall  to  the  Plant  Disease  Aeporter 
of  AprU  IS,  im-a  muted  States  Oovem- 
ment  publication  may  i)os.sibly  be  more  con- 
vincing In  showing  the  dangerous  nature  of  tha 
bulb  aalwonn  past: 

"Last  year,  a  small  but  severe  infestation  of 
TKlcnchus  dlpeaci  (the  bulb  eelworm)  was 
brooikt  to  tha  attention  of  Dr.  chupp  in  one 
muck  fMd  of  onkms  near  Canostota  (Kaw 
York  onton  districts  vigorou.s  steps  wara 
taken  to  eradicate  the  pest  from  this  field  by 
steam  sterilication.  Inverted  pan  method.  The 
town  of  Canostota  furnished  a  steam  broiler, 
•nie  New  York  state  College  of  Agriculture 
undertook  tha  work  under  the  directhm  of  tha 
writer  (A.  J  Newhalh  and  the  .State  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  paid  the  bUi  toe  steaming 
one-third  of  an  acre  at  a  eoat  of  |2S0.  Three 
men  were  kept  busy  for  six  days. 

"Although  na  onions  were  grown  tills  year 
on  the  portion  of  the  field  steamed.  It  being 
devoted  to  early  lettuce  and  tata  odary,  never- 
theless bnlons  were  grown  all  aroimd  the  half 
acre.  To  date  three  Inspections  m  which  five 
or  six  people  took  part  hava  falM  ta  ravaal 
and  trace  of  artwanB-affaotad  imloni  m  the 
vicinity. 

"Acoordlng  to  tha  grower,  this  Infestatkm 

was  of  at  lea.st  two  years  .standing,  wa.s  defi- 
nitely on  the  increase,  and  was  fatal  to  onions 
in  tha  oantrs  of  the  spot.  llMrarore.  it  saams 
possible  th.Tt  a  catastrophe  of  consldorabla  Im- 
portance may  have  been  averted." 


Plant  Flowers  in  Rows 
for  a  Cutting  Garden 

A'  UTTDIO  garden  is  where  flowers  ara 
grown  no*  for  outdoor  decoration  but  for 
bouquets.  There  are  many  ways  in  whiah  this 
may  ba  laid  out.  feat  none  is  better  thaa  tha 
.simple  method  of  sowing  seeds  in  straight 
rows,  eighteen  inches  apart  exactly  as  vege- 
taMaa  are  grown.  It  ia  snrprising  how  vigor- 
ooily  annuals  grow  in  sueh  rows.  Nor  Is  thalr 
appearane*"  unpleaslng.  A  row  of  tall,  color- 
ful salplgiossls,  for  example.  Is  a  beautiful 
sight,  and  thia  ia  ana  flowir  wMsk  aasna  to 

thrive  better  In  a  straight  row  In  tha 
sunshine  tlian  In  a  garden  border. 

Annuals  ara  on  tha  whoto  boat  sultad  fttr  tha 
picking  garden,  though  there  are  some  peren- 
nials which  have  value;  for  example  dal- 
HfeMwB.  hsnidwiiia,  cersopais.  galllardlaa. 
.^h.i.sta  daisies  and  pyrcthnuns.  A  list  of 
annuala  mhkh  are  excellent  cut  flowers  would 
nimilNr  hundreds.  Marigolds,  particularly  tha 
tan  African  type,  and  the  taU  and  dwarf 
French  varieties,  are  outstanding  cut  flowers. 
Zinnias,  stocks,  snap-dragons,  scabicaa.  na^ 
turtlama.  hsptas,  larkapwa, 
pinks,  clarklnjj,  coMnldlums,  rhry.snnflir 
tentauriAs,.  calendulas,   cacallas.  carnations.

UnUkO 
a  lot  ol  tourists,  iiuwever,  many  of  the  praa* 
ant  Inaaet  paata  whldk  we  find  in  the  proitooa 
hava  come  uninvited,  and  when  they  arrive 
they  usually  stay.  But.  you  say,  how  -do  they 
get  In  If  you  have  a  strict  inspection  of  Im- 
•1  ted  plants? 

No  matter  how  strict  the  inspection  mnv  be 
there  Is  often  a  loophole.  Take  as  a  ca^  in 
-point  the  codling  moth  of  tha  Okanagan  Tal- 
ler The  infestation  of  codling  moth  in  the 
Ukanagan  is  fairly  general'  It  is  found  in 
praotleaUy  aU  distrlets.  Hm  original  Infesta- 
tion is  supposed  to  iKive  come  from  a  plaioa 
oeouplad  by  an  owner  who  had  moved  there 
from  tha  Baat  and  broui^  his  household  ef- 
fects, part  of  which  were  packed  In  old  apple 
barrels,  which  unfortunately  contained  codling 
moth  larvae.  Tills  was  but  the  beginning; 
from  thia^^and  from  similar  cases  the  codling 
moth  lias  spread.  Attempts  have  been  made 
to  stamp  it  out  and  thousands  of  dollars  iiave 
been  expended.  WhBa  undeuMedly  It  has  been 
'checked  by  the  quarantine  mea.sures  and  other 
work  which  has  been  done,  it  has  readied  the 
place  today  Where  the  grower,  to  protect  his 
crop,  ha.s  to  figure  hi.s  .spraying  expenditures 
as  an  Important  part  of  his  orchard  pro- 
gramma. 

Other  Infestations 

THSN  there  Is  tha  potato  baatla  or  tha  po- 
tato bug  as  it  l.s  commonly  called.  It  is 
well  known  to  most  of  the  settlers  who  have 
come  here  either  from  tha  Unttad  States  or 

Ea.stern  Canada.  .Some  will  .-^till  remember 
how  they  had  to  spend  part  of  their  time  in 
tha  Summer  holidays  helping  to  rid  the  po- 
tato patch  of  this, pest.  But  you  don't  have  it 
here,  they  say.  We  certainly  do,  but  fortu- 
nately it  is  confined  to  a  small  area  in  tha 
East  KootsnaySk  and  thara  It  la  golng.to  stay 
as  long  a.s  the  Government  can  keep  In  ef- 
fect the  control  measures  that  they  liave  used 
for  tha  past  few  yaais.  If  it  ^waada  to  other 
sections  it  mean-s  money  and  time  will  have  to 
ba  expended  In  the  control  work  by  individual 


San  Jose  scaU  is  another  di.scase  that  .should 
be  menttoned.  You  can  hardly  find  it  in 
British  Columbia,  and  fortunately  whara  it  is 
known  to  ba  la  not  In  oanmorolal  inilt  ^raas. 


^K■^in   the   OovemtoBnt  officials 
lye  on  it  and  are  taking  every 
to  elaan  it  up.  It  haa  dons  too  muah  damage 

m  other  countries  to  he  popular  here. 

ITie  above  cases  are  merriy  a  few  Instances. 
ItMra  are  many  attisn  aush  aa  tha  flag  smut 
of  wheat,  the  Olpsy  and  brown-tall  moths, 
the  wart  disease  of  potatoes.  All  of  these 
hava  proved  serious  in  other  countries  and 
have  been  found  on  ImporUtkms.  Dialr 
spread  in  a  province  such  as  our.s  would  do 
untold  harm  to  tiie  producer.  Is  it  any  won- 
der thin  that  rsgulattans  hava  baan  pat  Into 

force  requiring  a  strict  In.spection.  Hw  longar 
we  can  keep  them  out  the  better  off  we  will  be. 

Work  of  Officials 

PROB.ARI  Y  one  of  the  lea.st  advertised  and 
yet  one  of  the  best  pieces  of  work  which 
ii  undertakan  each  year  is  the  nursery  In- 
spaetlon.  Sach  year  Deptu-tment  of  Agricul- 
ture officials  inspect  all  fruit  stock  grown  be- 
fore the  nurseryman  ships  out  his  trees  to  the 
dttfarent  buyors.  not  Inapaetlon  Is  for  tha 

purpose  of  a.scertalning  whether  there  l.s  any 
disease  or  insect  present  on  this  stock  which 
l»  would  ba  InadvlaaMa  for  tha  gMwar  to 
liave  on  his  trees  On  the  whole,  the  nursei  v 
stock  as  grown  in  British  Columbia  is  re- 
maikaUy  elean.  In  losa  mmaaiiiiilily 
130,000  treas  were  inspected  by  provincial  in- 
spectors and  of  thia  total  I.S  par  osnt  ware 
condemned. 

Then  abo  there  is  the  Inspection  for  fire 
blight  In  the  Okanagan  and  Kootenay  dktrirts. 
Each  year  this  work  is  carried  out  and  each 
yaar  the  invactors,  with  tha  help  of  tha  grow- 
ers, clean  up  as  far  as  pos.sible  the  blight  on 
over  15,000  acres  of  orchard.  This  is  one  of  the 
reaaans  why  tha  orchards  of  the  Okanagan 
have  less  blight  trouble  than  orchard  areas  of  a 
slmUar  kind  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

An  of  thdsa  vartoua  paata  and  disaasas  re- 
quire certain  control  methods.  There  are  dif- 
ferent sprays  and  spray  combinations  which 
are  raoommended  as  control  measures,  "ntese 
ara  undoubtedly  affaetlva,  but  each  yaar  new 
spray  materials  are  introduced  as  sugge.sted 
remedlea.  Before  they  can  be  given  a  recom- 
mendation by  any  Oovammanl  department 
they  must  be  tried  out.  These  trials  are  as 
extensive  as  posslt>le,  and  If  they  prove  satis- 
faetory  tha  sprays  used  ara  given  official  sane- 
tion  It  l.s  merely  a  rase  of  always  trying  to 
find  something  In  sprays  that  is  more  effective 
and  lass  ooatly  than  tha  preaent  materials  In 
vse. 

Last  but  not  least  are  the  publications  deal- 
ing not  only  with  aultuxal  methods  for  differ- 
ent fruit  and  vagataMa  crops,  but  tbaaa  that 
give  the  most  up-to-date  information  on 
sprays,  spray  materials  and  ttultable  dust  mlx- 
turaa  used  In  tha  eontroi  of  peata  and  dIaaaaM. 
Detailed  Information  Is  given  In  bulletins  and 
circulars,  while  a  handy  form  of  use  to  both 
gardanars  and  frait  growers  Is  to  ba  found  in 
the  Annual  FYult  Spray  Calendar  and  the  Pleld 
Crop  and  Garden  Spray  Calendar.  Any  ot  all 
of  thasa  may  ba  obtained  from  tha  Provincial 
Daparttnant  of  Afrteoltara  upon  raqiuaat 
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By  NOMIAN  W.  P.  rAmT.  WMMM. 

THE  great  landscape  architect.  Loudon, 
saki  that  the  Wisteria  "is  consklared 
tba  moat  magnlfkient  of  all  our  hardy 
climbers,"  but  In  view  of  all  the  subjecta  that 
may  be  had  today  this  will,  perhaps,  be  con- 
sidered rather  extravagant.  However,  it  still 
t:ikrs  some  beatint  for  draping  waBs  In  ito 
flowering  season. 

It  Is  now  the  best  time  to  plant,  and  it  Is  well 
to  consider  a  plant  that,  whan  once  estab- 
lished, win  give  an  entirely  new  aspect  to  any 
wall,  pergola,  or,  mdeed,  any  position  in  the 
garden  where  It  can  climb  and  fsatoon. 

The  wisteria  likes  a  dry,  .sandy  .soil  and  a 
sunny  aspect,  but  will  do  quite  well  in  good 
loam.  Aa  tha  rooto  go  dawn  to  great  daplha. 

It  is  well  to  prepare  the  groimd  by  deep  dig- 
ging, and  they  should  be  planted  where  they 
can  remain,  for  thay  hato  being  traniplatttod. 

This  Ls  why  one  says  that  they  will  do  well 
when  once  established,  for  they  do  undoubt- 
edly take  aoma  time  to  beeoma  establkhod 
when  moved  from  the  nursery. 

It  is  generally  used  as  a  wall  plant  or  as  a 
cllmW  over  pergcdas  or  arches,  but  a  single 
specimen,  grown  in  an  open  situation  by  it- 
self and  supported  by  a  stout  stake,  and  al- 
lowed to  grow  until  it  forms  »  haa*  with 
cross  plaoaf,  win  msika  a  vary  attfuottva 
faatura. 

Ancicni  Spec imens 

THERE  aie  several  varieties,  but  the  variety 
multijuga  la  perhaps  tha  beat  plant  fbr 
the  average  grower.  The  older  the  plant  gets 
the  better  it  Is.  There  are  specimens  in  China 
and  to  Japan  that  art  aaUl  to  ba  HO  to  100 
years  old  and  .still  going  strong. 

The  largest  of  aU  saxifragas  and  a  native  of 
Oaltfomla  Is  Sairifraga  peltaln.  Hm  plant  haa 
many  merits  waterside  subjeat.  Tha 

flowara  appear  m  April  or  May.  Stems  eoma 
ebt  of  tha  ground,  and,  when  about  two  feet 
high,  produea  aorymbs  of  pink  flowers,  Untad 
In  the  eentrs  with  crimson.  After  flowering, 
th;  stams  grow  taller  and  they  get  red  with 
age  and  produce  quantttiaa  af  aaad.  In  tha 
meantime  the  leaves  are  growing,  reaching  a 
height  of  three  feet  or  more,  depending  on 
tha  degree  of  molsturs  avallaMa. 

While  this  Is  A  long-sufTerlng  plant  and 
will  grow  and  even  Cower  in  a  well-lilled 
bardar.  tt  la  a  spaelaa  flmt  win  waO  repay  good 
feeding  and  a  moist  position.

this  time.  DIvlda  up  all  old  plants  and  plant 
single  crowns  with  as  much  of  tha  laota  as 
possible.  If  you  require  particularly  flne 
heads  of  bloom,  restrict  the  growths  to  a 
single  stem,  but  if  the  desire  Is  for  cut 
flowers,  four  or  five  stems  may  be  allowe<I  to 
grow.  Remember  that  the  Michaelmas 
Daisy  is  a  gross  feadar.  so  feed  it  well,  and

think  how  great  a  variety  of  flsh 

foods  there  Is  available  In  Canada? 

Beef,  poultry,  mutton  and  jiork, 
with  veal  and  lamb,  make  up  the 
list  of  available  changes  in  the  case 
of  meat.  But  there  are  go  many 
different  kinds  of  Canadian  fish. 

Prom  the  Atlantic,  for  instance, 
CanadiarLs  get  cod.  haddock,  hake, 
halibut,  mackerel,  .^Rlmoii,  alewlves, 
herring,  smelts,  sardines  and  sword- 
flsh  and  other  fish,  as  well  as  such 
shellil.'  h  as  lobst.  i  clams,  oysters 
and  scailops.  From  the  Pacific  come 
salmon,  haUbut,  herring,  pilchards, 
Uaek  cod.  oysters,  shrimps,  crabs, 
and  so  on.  white  from  the  fresh 
water  fisheries  we  get  trout,  white, 
flsh,  pickerel,  tulllbee,  goldeyes,  etc. 

A.s  a  matter  of  fart,  more  tlian 
sixty  dlflerent  varieties  of  food  flsh 
and  shellfish  are  taken  from  Can- 
ada's commercial  fisheries,  and  all 
of  them  of  prime  quahty. 

Probably  a  good  many  Canadian 
housewives  do  not  realise  what  a 
variety  of  flsh  is  available  to  them
